He Holds Thousands to the Party— His

Omaha, Neb. September 24.—(Special.)— 
The democratic state convention which 
meets in Omaha on Wedneday next, will be 
one of the most interesting and exciting 
conventions in the history of the state. 
Never before has such responsibility been 
placed upon & democratic state convention 
in Nebraska. Its deliberations have to do 
with very important questions. 

The first great question to engage the 
attention of this convention is the plat- 
form utterance on silver. A crisis has 
been reached in the history of Nebraska 
gemocracy and this yerer will decide 
whether it will advance or recede, and the 
utterance on silver will have much to do 
with the party’s future. Prior to 188%) no 
platforms favoring silver had been passed 
J. Sterling Morton was in control of the 
“t The campaign of 1898 was a very 


as

exciting one. There was a _ prohibition 
amendment to be voted upon, the inde- 
pendent party was formed and there were 
many other interesting elements to the af- 
fair. That year the state convention adopt- 
cd a free silves platform. The congression- 
al convention did the same. What was 
the result? J. BE. Boyd, democrat, was 
elected governor; instead of twenty-eight 
democratic members of the legislature, 
there were thirtyesix; not one republican 
was elected to congress; one democrat, one 
fusionist and one populist were elected. The 
populist moyement drew with it thousands 
of democrats, and the democratic showing 
under these circumstances Was 4as- 
tonishing. 

in 1882 J. Sterling Morton was nominated 
for governor and no free silver platform Was 
passed. Democratic stock went down with 
arush. Boyd’s vote of 71,331 in 1890 dropped 
to 44,19 for Morton. Instead of thirty-six 
democratic members of the legisiature, 
there were but sixteen. The three new 
congressional districts were carried by re- 
publicans, and the old congressmen were 
re-elected. Bryan carried the first district 
by 140 votes. He did it in the face of a 
plurality of 6000 for Crounse, the republi- 
van candidate for governor, over .Morton. 
Byran ran'on a free silver platform, and 
in order to be elected he had to obtain 
thousands of populist, repuplican and prohi- 
bitionist votes. In the new districts 
Siiver platforms were not insisted 
and the democratic congressionui. candi- 
cates failed to be elected, although they 
were all free coinage advocates. This fai- 
tering undoubtedly caused their defeat. 

Democracy’s Waterloo. 

‘Last year was a veritable Waterloo for 
the cemocracy. By all sorts of unfair and 
corrupt methods ana by the assistance of 
“pap” the state couvention was packed 
with office seekers and their friends. The 
less said about that convention’s acts and 
is formation the better. It refused to 
on the resolution committee, 
and voted down his free silver resolutions. 

(he result of the campaign was that the 
head of the ticket, Judge Irvine, a very 
popular man, received but 37,545 votes, only 
one-fifth of the total vote. The populists 
and republicans gained control of several 
counties, while the democrats carried only 
ine counties in the state. This is the 
Worst exhibition made by the party at any 
lime in the histery of the state. The pres- 
fut campaign opened with a resolute at- 
‘empt by the’ free silver democrats to se- 
the adoption of a 16 to 1 free cdinag 
battorm by the state convention for the 
that they believe any deviation 
from this cause will result in a most hu- 
Misaung defeat to the state ticket and to 
every congressional candidate. 

A Crippled Machine. 

Of course, the machine is in the hands of, 
the administration faction, but this ma- 
chine is badly erippled by the distribu- 
ion of patronage. In this matter the dis- 
tributors have made sad blunders. Instead 
of attempting to conciiate the free coinage 
‘caders, they have absolutely ignored 
them. Mr. Bryan and the other free coin- 
age leaders have not been consulted in re- 
sard to a single appointment, and their 
Tecommendations have been disregarded. 
In this way Many competent democrats have 
been refused offices, while men less com- 
potent have recetved the appointments.

This vote has, of course, only a moral force, 
but In case no party has a majority in the 
legislature @ combination in favor of Bryan, 
if he has a very large vote, will be readily 
made. No other party has placed in nomi- 
nation &@ man for senator, and Bryan will 
undoubtedly have thousands of republican 
and populist votes. 

There is no doubt that Bryan has kept 
within the party thousa-ds of democrats 
who were, at the beginning -of this cam- 
paign, ready to join the populists. Indeed, 
many populist leaders declare that Bryan 
is keeping 20,000 free silver democrats from 
joining the populist party in Nebraska 
alone, and as many more in Iowa. These 
men are still democrats, because they hope 
that under Bryan’s guidance the party will 
take the right stand on silver. If it does, 
the tide will turn and thousands of popu- 
lists will return to the democratic party. 

A Corrupt Administration, 

The third big problem relates to ‘the gOvV- 
ernorship. The democrats in three years 
past, by placing a straight party ticket in 
the fleld, have directly or indirectly worked 
for the republican nominees. In this way 
they have succeeded in electing the repub- 
lican ticket, when the majority of the peo- 
ple of this state are opposed to the repub- 
lican party, and, united, could easily de- 
feat it. The republican party in the ad- 
ministration of this state is notoriously 
corrupt, and is dominated by boodlers and 
corporationists. But such democrats as J. 
Sterling Morton are so friendly to the rail- 
Ways and other corporations that they are 
always depended on to actively conspire to 
prevent the dislodgment of the republicans 
and the election of the populist ticket. The 
climax to republican insolence was reached 
this year in the nomination by the repub- 
licans of Tom Majors for governor. Majors 
is undoubtedly the most corrupt man in 
public life in this state, His only boast is 
his record as a union soldier, and he has 
been conspicuous as a trickster and a rail- 
road tool for years. He was ejected from 
congress in 1883 for fraudulent returns of a 
State census, on which he based his claims 
to 2 seat in congress, and he kept away 
from Washington for ten years to avoid ar- 
rest. His record is so nauseating that Ed- 
ward Rosewater, editor of The Bee, and 
national republican committeeman, has 
bolted the nomination and has resigned as 
committeeman because of Maji€s’s nomina- 
tion and has come out for Judge Holcomb, 
the populist nominee. The latter is one of 
the ablest and most just judges in the state. 
He is esteemed highly by all his acquain- 
tances. His record on the bench has been 
exceptionally good. He is conservative and 
careful in this views, and would in no way 
impair the credit of the state. Now, if the 
democrats endorse Holcomb, they can elect 
him and rid the state of its present corrupt 
gang whose maladministration is obnoxious 
to all good citizens. On the other hand, if 
the democrats nominate some straight dem- 
ocrat Majors and his gang will be elected, 
and this state will be far more disgraced 
than ever before. It is noteworthy that the 
democrats who are urging a straight nom- 
ination are the federal officeholders and 
Morton's friends. But the power of the 
pie counter is waning.

NOMINATIONS ARE UNLIKELY. 


The Opposition Among the Anti-Till- 
manites Is Very Strong. 
Columbia, 8S. C., September 24.—(Special.) 
The anti-Tillman state democratic conven- 
tion will reassemble here tomorrow night, 
and as the preliminary conference this 
time has been called for noon, it is pre- 
sumed that the convention will meet on 
schedule time and not in the early morning 
of the next day, aS was the case last week. 
The indications are that the effort to make 
nominations will be voted down. Those in 
favor of nominations will make a hard 
struggle to force it through, but the tide 
against it seems to be swelling, and it is 
doubtful if the nomination men will be as 
strong as ‘they were at the first conven- 

tion. 

The opinion prevails in many quarters 
that by an ingenious straddle of the Ocala 
platform question, the Tillmanites have 
left the antis no ground on which to make 
a fight for straight democracy. The Till- 
manites simply (fendorsed the platforms 
adopted by the state conventions of 1890 and 
1892, and the platforms adopted by the 
nominating conventions of those years con- 
tain no populistic planks. It is only the 
platform adopted by the May convention 
of 18%) that includes the Ocala demands. 
The Tillmanites make the claim that the 
convention of last Wednesday had. refer- 
ence only to the Septemper nominating 
convention and not the May gathering. 
The republican state executive commit- 
tee has been called to meet on October 2d, 
and this committee will probably call a 
state convention, and if the split in the 
democracy occurs the g. o. p. will probably 
be ready to take a hand in it.

HE PREFERS 10 STAY ON THE BENCH 


Democratic Leaders Feel, Though, 
That He Is the Best Man, 


CHURCHMEN HAVE THE BIG HALL 


Politicians Are Badly Pat Out—Senator 
Hill Will Probably Be the Temporary 
Chairman of Today’s Convention. 


Saratoga, N. Y., September 24.—All the 
friends of men with booms and all the oth- 
ers who object to William J. Gaynor as a 
candidate for governor are uniting in an ef- 
fort to defeat his nomination. No one man 
is being urged for the place against him. 
The scheme is to undermine his position and 
then scramble for the nomination. The 
Tammanyites and many others prefer any 
man to Gaynor, as his well-known independ- 
ence of machine dictation is not acceptable 
to them. They are leaving no stone un- 
turned to accomplish his defeat. 

Judge Gaynor has the support of many 
democrats who are wise enough to see 
that a machine man is not the .nan to win 
this year and aman who has strength out- 
side of his party is needed. The whole situ- 
ation has been thoroughly canvassed by 
Senator Hill and the party leaders, and 
they have decided that Gaynor is the man. 
Whether their selection can withstand the 
combined attacks of the dissatisfied from 
now until nominations are made is a ques- 
tion. 

It is conceded that the republicans prefer 
to see some other man nominated by the 
democrats and that they are doing what 
they can to help in dethroning Judge Gay- 
nor. The friends of the latter assert, how- 
ever, that all these attacks upon his private 
life will react in his favor, as every charge 
can be met and he can be shown to have 
acted the part of an honorable man. 

Hill Will Be Temporary Chairman. 

It is practically settled that David B. 
Hill ‘will be the temporary chairman and 
he may be continued as permanent chair- 
man, although there is talk of selecting a 
Cleveland democrat for the latter position. 

The committee of citizens, headed by 
Caleb Mitchell, president of the village 
trustees, had a long and heated conference 
with Dr. Edward Everett Hale and. a 
dozen representatives of the Unitarians 
this morning. The town authorities asked 
the Unitarians to relinquish their prior 
claim to the convention hall in order that 
the democrats may meet there. Mayor 
Gilrey, Bourke Cockran and other demo- 
crats, were present when the meeting be- 
gan. They, however, withdrew after stat- 
ing that they had arranged with the town 
authorities for the hall weeks ago and the 
dispute was’TYor them to settle. The towns- 
people told the Unitarians that no attempt 
was being made to break faith with them 
and acknowledged their prior engagement 
of the hail. They asked the Unitarians to 
give way to the democrats and hold their 
conference in. the Presbyterian church, 
which they offered for the purpose. They 
pointed out that the church was large 
enough for the Unitarians, but that nothing 
but the convention hall would accommodate 
the democratic convention. It was also 
made clear that special press facilities, 
including about twenty wires and tables 
for one hundred correspondents, have been 
provided in convention hall, while any 
other place that could be used is without 
wires and press facilities. The Unitarians 
refused to yield. They finally made a 
proposition offering the democrats the use 
of convention hall Tuesday afternoon for 
their preliminary organization and offered 
to subscribe $100 towards fitting up any 
other hall for the democrats. The proprie- 
tors of the United States hotel, who are 
blamed by the townspeople for putting 
them in this dilemma, offered to sub- 
scribe another $100. 

These subscription propositions drew 
from some of the democratic politicians 
the sarcastic remark that “those people 
must think we need money.” 

The Unitarian people finally compromised. 
They wifl give up the hall tomorrow from 
12 o’clock noon until 6 o’clock in the even- 
ing. 

On Wednesday at 11 o’clock the demo- 
crats will convene at the old casino, where 
Governor Flower was nomtnated, and 
finish what business remains. The refusal 
of the Unitarians to accept the offer of a 
church made them will cause the greatest 
confusion. The newspapers and press asso- 
ciations will suffer much by this, as there 
are no wires at the casino. 

The committee on credentials are prom- 
ised a heavy job with the contests. There 
are half a dozen from other parts of the 
state besides Brooklyn and New York, 


Whitney’s Chances. 


With Gaynor out of the way, hope re- 
vived in the breasts of the other aspirants, 
and the talk of Whitney increased, but only 
the action of the convention or some new 
move upon the political checker board to- 
morrow will determine who is to be the op- 
ponent of Levi P. Morton. 

For lieutenant governor ex-Senator Jehn 
J. Linson, of Kingston, is most prominent, 
and there is talk of a Buffalo man, Spencer 
Clinton or Judge Titus, for judge of the 
court of appeals. 

The plattorm will congratulate the coun- 
try on the returning prosperity following 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law and the repeal of the McKin- 
ley tariff law. It will commend those feat- 
ures of the new tariff law which agree with 
the democratic principles of free raw ma- 
terials, and in a measure voice the senti- 
ments expressed by President Cleveland to 
Congressman Wilson while the tariff bill 
was in conference. : . 

It will deprecate any further general re- 
vision of the tariff, but will advocate the 
passage Of separate bills for the perfection 
of certain schedules. It will endorse Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s administration as condu- 
cive to the best interests of the country. 
The income tax provision of the new tariff 
bill will be condemned. 

The platform will also likely contain a 
plank deprecating the existence of Organi- 
zations having for their object the defeat 
for political preferment of candidates on 
account of race or religion.

MAY BE BLOODSHED. 


Captain Blackwell Determined to Col- 

. lect the Bond Tax. 

Sturgis, Ky., September 24.—If Captain 
Blackwell carries out his threat there is 
going to be much dioodshed in this vicinity 
in the next forty-eight hours. Blackwell 
has declared that he will collect the bond 
tax and the taxpayers solemnly aver that 
he will not. The preparations on both 
sides are very warlike. The big cannon at 
DeKoven, which did service in the civil 
war. was rolled into position yesterday and 
rammed to the muzzle with powder and 
slugs. It was placed on the crest of a hill 
which commands the entrance to the pre- 
cincts affected by the tax. At the approach 
of the posse it will be fired, and its dis- 
charge will be the signal for the people to 
form ranks and meet the enemy. 

The situation is critical, and an armed 
collision is almost a certainty. Captain 
Blackwell was appealed to by the ministers 
to give up his project, but he was deaf to 
their entreaties and announced his inten- 
tion of collecting the tax. He sald: 

‘“‘My men are ready, and my guns, which 
were ordered from Boston, have arrived. 
Where they are stored I refuse to state, 
and when we start I also decline to say, not 
wishing to give my plans away to the en- 
emy. Those people owe that tax and must 
pay it. As for the bullets they have for 
us, I guess we can stand them, as none of 
the men will be other than men who have 
stood fire before.’’

San Francisco, Cal., September 24.—The 
steamer, Rio de Janeiro, arrived here today 
from Hong Kong and Yokohama, bringing 
advices to September 9th, one day later than 
advices which were received at Victoria 
Saturday night last. The following corre- 
spondence was received: 

“The foreign department of Japan has 
this day given notice that duly accredited 
newspaper correspondents may hereaftér 
accompany the military forces of the em- 
pire and will receive all consideration that 
can reasonably be given by commanders of 
troops. 

“A Seoul correspondent announces that 
everything is quiet in the capital of Corea. 
but that a great scarcity of various articles 
is experienced owing to the insufficient com- 
munication with other towns. 

‘Marquis Saionji, the Japanese imperial 
ambassador, has been paying daily visits to 
the Corean court. Entertainments have been 
given and returned by the @oreans and Jap- 
anese. 

“The British and Russian ministers at 
Peking lately met Li Hung Chang and of- 
fered to mediate for ap armistice, for the 
reason that if the Chinese army, which had 
been amassed with so much trouble at 
Heijo, were defeated it would be a great 
disgrace to China. Li Hung Chang, who 
had been frightened by defeats at Fung 
Tong Tao and Gazan, and had secretly been 
hoping for mediation, eagerly seized this 
opportunity and requested the two ministers 
to mediate. The ministers then made the 
same proposal to the Chinese government, 
which firmly declined, as it had entered 
upon the war with great determination and 
was not to be turned away by such a 
proposal. 

“The cases of the two alleged Japanese 
spies arrested on the French concession by 
the French police and delivered to the 
United States general, are still under con- 
sideration at Peking. United States Consul 
General Jernigan is active in having all 
Japanese not identified with Shanghai by im- 
portant business relations returned to Ja- 
pan, and last week avout 100 of them went 
home. The United States consul general is 
sparing no effort to rid Shanghai of Japa- 
nese whose presence would possibly be 
made a cause of complaint by China, or a 
source of danger to the settlement. - 

“The British China squadron is, at its 
government’s orderg, cruising in Corean 
waters to watch the progress of the war 
and to keep an eye on the movement of 
Russia and France, but as the squadron 
is not large enough to watch the Russians 
at Viadivostock and the French in Tonqu’‘%, 
the commander of the squadron has tele- 
graphed home for the dispatch of three 
men-of-war from the northern Pacific squad- 
ron. 

“The British residents of Tien-Tsin have 
strongly meinorialized the .minister for 
protection, and Mr. O’Connor has telegraph- 
ed that he considers that the case urgently 
requires the admiral’s immediate atten- 
tion. Sir Edmund Fremantle has already 
ordered the Linnia to proceed to the north- 
ern port and will doubtless supplement this 
if necessary. The French ship Lion and 
the German ship Wolf are already there, 
and Russian and American Vessels are ex- 
pected.’’’ 

Li Hung Subject to Apoplexy. 

Li Hung Chang, says The Yumuri, 
is in his seventy-third year. For ten years 
he has been subject to apoplexy, and half 
his face is paralyzed. In peace times he 
never goes to his office but stays at home; 
but in spite of his age and disease he 
rides every morning to the parade grounds 
and reviews the troops. This duty he has 
never neglected. 

“A Norwegian steamer has since July 
been carrying munitions of war between 
Shanghai and Formesa. She is-under eight 
months’ contract. 

“A Japanese, who left Shanghai for home 
on the 3d instant, says that some of the 
Chinese merchant steamers are now flying 
the British flag. Men are being hurried to 
Hiroshima. Transports also are flocking 
thitherward, and it is estimated that in 
some ten days hence 50,000 men will have 
been embarked. This force seems to be 
tco large to be required in Corea where it 
could accomplish néthing decisive, and ru- 
mor asserts that it is intended for Peking. 
There is no doubt that some such blow is 
requisite to bring the war to a successful 
issue. If Japan simply contents herself 
with driving the Chinese out of Corea they 
will roll on army after army to the borders 
until Japan yields to exhaustion. Yet, a 
descent upon Peking ts not without its perils. 
It is not a matter of absolute certainty that 
the Japanese could reach Peking, and should 
they go there the question of getting back 
is not a trivial one. :

Yokohama, September 24.—A rescript has 
been issued convoking an extra session of 
the Japanese parliament at Hiroshima on 
October 15th for seven days in order to dis- 
cuss mgtters requiring the sanction of the 
parliament. 

A letter received here from Tien-Tsin 
says that the Chinese fleet landed 7,000 
troops on the banks of the Yalu river, in 
spite of the attack of the Japanese squad- 
ron. The letter adds that the Chinese ships 
engaged in the battle fought off the Yalu 
river were short of ammunition. They 
were ordered by Colonel Van Hannekin to 
ram the Japanese vessels, but the order 
was given too late, as the Japanese were 
already retiring.

REPLY TO THE BARONESS 


To the Union Painters Who Lodged a 
Campltaint Against Her. 
London, September 24.—The. correspond- 
ence between Baroness Burdett-Coutts and 
the secretary of the London Painters’ Trade 
Societies has been published, and is attract- 
ing much attention and comment.

The baroness, in 4 
spirited reply, after pointing out that the 
Brookfield estate is the property of her 
husband, denounces the ‘“‘monstrous and in- 
tolerable oppression which the union claims 
to have the right to practice, and which 
would deprive every workman of the right 
to work out his own advancement by his 
own energy, and rob him of the birthright 

of personal liberty.’’

MILL STILL CLOSED, 


And There Is No Probability of an 
Barly Resumption. 

Fall River, Mass., Sepember 24.—The sixth 
week of idleness in this city opens without 
any promises of an early resumption of 
work. The manufacturers seem more unit- 
ed than ever in their determination to make 
the operatives yield to their terms, and as 
the pendulum of trade swings, it seems 
to be bringing the time of their winn‘’ag 
nearer at hand. The weakening prices in 
the cloth market, coupled with the weak- 
ness of the demand for goods, is modify- 
ing the manufacturers who, five weeks ago, 
were disposed to yield and compromise 
with the operatives. 

The Durfee mill is now running in full 
under the reduced scale of wages, except 
in the muleroom, where nine out of every 
twenty-one pairs of mules are idle. The 
Seaconnet mill, where a strike was ordered, 
is running nearly three-quarters full this 
afternoon under the reduced scale. Not 
the slightest sign of an attempt was made 
today to operate the other mills, and agents 
say they will not give up resistance. . 

Secretary Howard, of the Spinners’ union, 
has called a meeting of the executive board 
for tomorrow, and Wednesday a special 
general meeting of the union will be held 
to take some action on the situation. Both 
spinners and weavers have d’sbursed their 
first week’s strike allowance. Among the 
weavers there is much dissatisfaction be- 
cause only one-half pay is allowed. The 
spinners at the Sanford Spinning Company’s 
mill have been trying to effect a settlement, 
but the authorities will insist upon enforc- 
ing the reduction. 


The Garment Workers. 

Boston, Mass., September 24.—The bill 
of prices presented by the clothing contrac- 
tors’ association to the clothing r:anu- 
facturers’ association of this city was re- 
jected at a meeting of the latter organiza- 
tiun today. This means an indefinite cer.tin- 
uaice of the garment workers’ strike. Be- 


sociation was reached today eleven contrac- 
tors had signed the demands of :he union 
and their shops were started up.

Its ve- ~ i 
locity is unusual, but this is expected te i 
diminish before the wind reaches the north- 
ern latitudes. Last night the storm center a 
was 200 miles southeast of Key West, the : 
wind having a velocity of thirty-six miles 
an hour, its average forward movement 
previously being fourteen miles an hour. 

It will be two or three days before any’ 
effect of this atmospheric disturbance wil] 
be felt along the northern-coast of the At- 
lantic, and the weather predictors will be 
unable to approximate an accurate furecast 
of its direction until after they have heard 
from some of the gulf observers tonight.

Secretary Smith, duBignon, Gperry 
and Bartlett Speak. 

Macon, Ga., ‘September 24.—(Special.)— 
Several thousand people greeted Hon. Hoke 
Smith tonight to hear him discuss national 
issues. The secretary of the interior arous- 
ed much enthusiasm, and he was frequently 
interrupted with applause. Mr. Smith was 
introduced by ex-Congressman James H, 
Blount. Mr. Blornt spoxe earnestly in favor

Mr. Smith spoke about two hours. Nearly 
his entire speech was devoted to the finan- 
cial question.

In conclusion he predicted a re- 
vival of good times. He saw more prosperous 
days in the near future, and thought that 
confidence, hope and happiness would soon 
be restored to the entire country and all 
the people, 

In response to loud calls for Fleming du- 
Bignon, he arose and made one of his elo- 
quent and impassioned speeches, arousing 
the audience to the highest pitch of demo- 
cratic enthusiasm.

THOSE BAD ELKS 


Were Suspended for Holding Sessions 
on the Sabbath. 

Reading, Pa., September 24.—As a result 
of a meting held here today by the grand 
officers of the Elks, Grand Exalted Ruler 
William H. Friday, of Brooklyn, N. Y., this 
evening issued a proclamation to all lodges 
in the United States, reciting the dissen- 
sions in the order resulting in two grand 
lodges meeting in 1894, at Jamestown, N. 
¥., and at Atlantic City, Exalted Ruler Fri- 
day says thet by the decision of the courts 
the Jamestown grand lodge has been rec- 
ognized as the only legal body, and that 
in 1892 all lodges were directed to stop hold- 
ing secular sessions, picnics, etc., on the 
Sabbath after January 1, 1893. Certain 
lodges having refused to obey this order 
Mr, Friday suspended the charters of the 
following lodges: New York, No. 1; Phila- 
delphia, No. 2; Baltimore, No. 7; Boston, No. 
10; Washington, No. 15; Denver, Col., No. 
17, and Norfolk, No, 38, for holding Sunday 
meetings, and the Baltimore lodge is sus- 
pended for holding a Sunday picnic which 
members of the above lodges attended. This 
action is severely denounced by Mr. Friday 
and he orders that the above lodges be 
prohibited from meeting as Elks. Seven 
or more law-abiding members of the above 
lodges may reorganize them, however, upon 
proper application. 


Gas Works Burning. 

Erie, Pa., September 24.—The Erie car 
works are on fire, with no prospects of be- 
ing saved.

W. R,. Davenport, twenty-six years ago, 
and were valued at $250,000.

Colonel Atkinson Answers One of the 
Populist Yarlety. 


THE TRUTH ABOUT THE ROWE CASE 


From Which Third Partyites Are 
Trying to Get Campsign Thunder. 


THE ANIMUS THAT IS BACK OF IT

Colonel Atkinson Tells of the Case and 
Tben Gives Some Facts About the Man 
Wohols Responsible for the Charge. 


The efforts of the populists to find some 
means of attacking the character or the 
record of Colonel Atkinson, the brilliant 
standard bearer of the democratic party, 
have been utterly futile. 

Colonel Atkinson was here yesterday and 
while here his attention was called to 4 
card written by Mrs, Julia Rowe, of Rocky 
Mount, Meriwether county, out of which 
the third party politicians and papers are 
endeavoring to make a sensation and po- 
litical capital. In that card Mrs. Rowe 
stated that Colonel Atkinson owned one- 
third interest in a 120-acre tract of land 
and that she had a two-thirds interest 
therein, and that Colonel Atkinson fore 
closed and sold the interest in the land 
without notice to her. 

Generosity Taken Advantage Of. 

“That is simply one more instance,”’ said 
Colonel Atkinson yesterday, ‘“‘where a 
man’s generosity is turned against him in 
an effort to injure him by the ungrateful 
recipient of his kindness. Mrs. Rowe is not 
(as the third party people in some sections 
of the state are circulating) a colored wo- 
man, but is a white woman, about whom 
I will say nothing unkind, feeling that in 
what she does she is largely the tool of 
ancther. 

“It is true, as she states, that in a tract 
of 130 {not 120) acres, she and her children 
owned a two-thtrds interest and that I 
owned a one-third interest. After the death 
of her husband I went to see Mrs. Rowe's 
father, who was managing her business 
affairs for her and who is a man of con- 
siderable property, and offered to divide the 
land, taking my one-third and she to take 
her two-thirds. This he refused to do, 
unless I would take my one-third in the 
rear of the farm, which portion of the land 
did not touch either a public or a private 
road at any point. I declined to do this, but 
offered to take my stare by running a line 
entirely through it, thus giving me a4 
narrow strip that would front on the pub- 
lic road. As he would not consent to this 
proposition of mine, I then proposed to 
divide the land in half and to pay her for 
the difference between my one-third and 
the half I would get nearly twice as much 
as I would sell my one-third interest to 
her for. This, also, he refused to do, Being 
unable to secure a division of the property 
by any of these liberal offers, I prepared 
an application to the court to appoint com- 
missicners to divide the land, giving me 
my one-third and her her two-thirds. Notice 
was served on. Mrs. Rowe and on her chil- 
dren a good long time before court.méet 
that this application would be made. When 
I reached court; she had no one there to 
represent her and I was unwilling to pro- 
ceed until she had. I accordingly had the 
court to appoint a guardian ad litum for 
each of the children and sent word to her 
father, Mr. Reid, who lived eleven miles 
to come to town the next 
day and look after the matter. The next 
day he came and objected to the taking of 
an order to divide the land, saying to me 
that he did not want it divided, but wanted 
it sold; that the place was too far from him 
and he wanted to move his daughter nearer 
to his place. In accordance with his wishes 
I then changed the application so as to 
provide for the sale of the entire piece of 
land and for a division of the proceeds of 
guch gale. This was done, it will be under- 
st.od, at his suggestion and after due 
notice had been given to Mrs. Rowe and 
each of her children. ' 

A Fairly Conducted Judicial Sale. 

“The order was then taken, was signed 
by the court and commissioners appointed— 
as good men as there are in Meriwether 
county, neighbors of Mrs. Rowe, living 
fr»m sixteen to eighteen miles from where 
I live. After this I had nothing to do with 
the land transaction, the ccmmissioners ad- 
vertising it regularly and then selling it. I 
was not present when it was sold, but had 
authcrized my brother to make it bring 
a reasorable price. Mrs. Rowe was present, 
as was her father, who was amply able 
to have bought it himself :f it had sold 
too cheap. It was as fairly conducted a ju- 
dicial sale as was ever conducted in the 
state of Georgia. 

“Up to recent date, the only thing I have 
heard in the way of a complaint from Mrs. 
Rowe was that the commissioners did not 
pay over to her at once her share of the 
proceeds of the sale. When I heard of this I 
wrote her, urging her to have guardians 
appointed for her children, and the com- 
missioners would then pay over the money. 
This she declined to do. The commissioners 
objected to paying over the money because 
there was a question as to whether or not 
she was entitled to it or’ whether, it be- 
longed to her and the children together. 
They refused to take any risk in the mat- 
ter ,but waited until the vourt convened, 
in order that they might pay it out under 
the order of Judge Harris. When court 
convened this was done and the money was 
paid over to Mrs. Rowe. I had nothing 
whatever to do with the money after the 
sale of the land—it was a matter entirely 
with the commissioners. 

“Mr. Reid, Mrs. Rowe's father, is not 
mad with me about this transaction; he is 
mad with me because on one occasion, in 
a business matter. I told him very frankly 
what I thought of him. This he did not 
have the manhood to-‘resent, but seeks to 
resént it now in this cowardly manner. 

“Mr. Rowe died in 1890, So far was I 
from treating Mrs. Rowe harshly, that I 
gave her the rent of my share of the land 
for the first. year after Mr: Rowe’s death. 
While other creditors were pressing her, 
I never opened my mouth to her about the 
rent, but let her have it. The years 1891-92-93 
I permitted her to remain on the place, 
and instructed Mr. Walker, who was look- 
ing after my business down there, not to 
collect any rent from her, but to let her 
have it. It will thus be seen that I gave 
her the rent of the place for four years; 
and not one of the third party people who 
have seen fit to criticise this transaction, 
on an untrue statement of facts, has given 
to her a hundredth’s part as-much as I 
have. I have, I am confident, given her and 
her children, in the rent of this land, more 
even than her father has given her since 
the death of Mr. Rowe: 

Where Reid Is Known. 

“The attack which has been made on 
me about this matter has, if possible, 
strengthened me in the community where 
she lives; because there the people know 
the facts and can base their judgment upon 
them. In the primary election in the dis- 
trict in which she lives I received every 
vote that was cast, and will receive in the 
coming election the vote of every democrat 
in that district, unless it be the vote of 
Mr. Reid himself, and I don’t know to 
which party he belones—not do I suppose 
any one else knows. This man Reid is 
known throughout Meriwether county as 
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death, and is not on speaking terms with 
his own brothér who lives in that connty; 
and I am informed he is not on good terms 
with eny of his brothers and sisters living 
in other parts of the state. He is notorious 
as a disagreeable, contentious and quarrel- 
some man, and no higher proof of this need 
be given than the fact that his brothers 
and sisters, ‘with whom he is not on tcod 
terms, are people of high standing and tine 
character in their respective communities. 

“That’s all there is in it,” concluded 
Colonel Atkinson. “The facts are just 85 I 
have stated them.”

Racetrack, Jerome Park, N. Y., Septem- 
ber 24.~—The Jerome Park special, which was 
practically a match race between M. F.

Outside of these two races the card, after 
a liberal use of the blue pencil, offered but 
little interest. The fields, which were gen- 
erally smali, were reduced to almost noth- 
ing. The bookies, fifty-nine of whom weigh- 
od” in, kicked .vigorously. The handicap 
proved to be as near a tarce as can 
well be imagined, and during the time it 
took to cover the mile and a furlong the 
crowd kept up a how! of merriment, call- 
ing for wheelbarrows to take the horses 
off the course. Banquet and Sir Excess 
were the. only starters. Both jockeys had 
waiting orders and they carried out their 
instructions perfectly, the horses simply 
waiking to the stretch. Then both cut loose 
and Sir Excess out-sprinted the Dwyer 
gelding, winning by half a length. The 
match race also resulted unsatisfactorily. 
Harry Reed was a 1 to 3 favorite over Go- 
tham.

Battle Last Might. 
THE FORMER IS A WARD HITTER 


He Got Decidedly the Best of It, Eape- 
cially During the Last Partof the Con’ 
test—Two Clever Lightweighte.. 


New Orleans, La., September 24.—The first 
of the series of fights which will form the 
pugilistic triple event at the Olympic Club, 
took place tonight in the presence of about 
5,000 persons. Professor John C. Eckhardt, 
the popular New York referee, officiated as 
judge of the merits of the men according to 
the terms of the articles of agreement be- 
tween the fighters. Murphy and Plimmer 
fought tonight for a purse of $2,500, $2,000 
to the winner and $500 to the loser. 

The men were in;splendid condition and 
weighed in at the stipulated weight, 115 
pounds: The stakeless ring was introduced 
tonight for the first time, and so far as 
appearances went, seemed to be an improve- 
ment on the old style. Professor John Duffy 
entered the ring, introducing Referee Eck- 
hardt, who was received with a good demon- 
stration of cheers. Plimmer was seconded 
by Billy McCarty, Benny Murphy and Al 
Robb. Murphy was looked after by 
James Coursey, Jake Kilrain and Andy 
Bowen. Frank Caramback was official time 
keeper. Time was called at 9:15 o'clock. 

Round 1—The work of the first round was 
very pretty. Piimmer landed several left 
hand punches on the head and right over 
the heart, though missing one of the most 
vicious swings ever seen in the ring here.

He Demanded $200,000 Capital Before He 
Would Let the Institution Open. 
Now It Is a State Bank.

Savannah, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)— 
J. F. Lewis, of Valdosta, who has been 
making arrangements to establish a na- 
tional bank here with a capital of $100,000, 
has received a letter from the comptroller 
of the currency stating that he will have 
to make his capital $200,000 in order to re- 
ceive a charter for a national bank. The 
comptroller has reason to believe that Sa- 
vannah is a city of more than 50,000 inhabi- 
tants, and under the national banking laws 
in a city of that size or above no national 
Lank can be established with a capital of 
less than $200,000. The comptroller would 
not take the census figures, which give Sa- 
vannah less than 44,000. Mr. Lewis will 
make it a state bank and capitalize the in- 
stitution as originally intended. 

Union Longshoremen Worrted. 

The longshoremen held a long meeting at 
their hall today, the result of which they 
afi refuse to make public. It is rumored, 
however, that they intend to propose a 
compromise to the ship brokers to the ef- 
fect that they will load cotton for 40 cents a 
bale and make eighty bales a day’s work 
for a gang, instead of the old rate of about 
45 cents and seventy-five bales a day. An- 
other s.vry is that the negroes are about to 
desert the white longshoremen and the 
rreeeting was held to see what could be done 
to keep them together. The longshoremen 
are spreading reports to the effect that the 
loading by the non-union gangs, as at pres- 
ent, is very unsatisfactory to the ship own- 
ers, and that this will hurt the port, as 
owners will not want to send their ships 
here unless they can get a full cargo.

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HUMOR OF TRAVBL. 
Dr. Barrett Delighted a Large Aud- 
lence Last Night 


AT THE GHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 


He Was at His Best, and Narrated a Num- 
ber of Amusing Anecdotes Connect- 
ed with Sis Travels.

“The Humor of Foreign Travel,” was the 
subject of Dr. Barrett’s brilliant and amus- 


}ing lecture delivered at the Young Men’s 


Christian Association last night. 

He was greeted by a large audience and 
one that caught the spirit of his lecture 
in the measure of a pronounced and hearty 
appreciation. Every chair in the little audi- 
torium was filled and many seats in the 
gallery were occupied. 

Dr. Barrett began his lecture by paying 
a neat compliment to the literary society 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
under the auspices of which organization 
it was his pleasure to deliver the talk of 
the evening. In launching out upon his 
lecture he stated that his purpose was not 
to teach his audience anything about for- 
eign travel, but merely to discuss its humor 
and if they happened to learn anything it 
was altogether unintentional on his part. 


(Laughter.) 

“I shall begin my lecture, as the preach- 
ers are allowed to do, by dividing it into 
several heads, and first I shall discuss the 
humor of sea sickness.”’ (Laughter.) In 
this connection the speaker, in his own 
amusing way, described the agonies of a 
sea trip and told of the irrepressible laugh- 
ter that never failed to grow out of the 
misery of other people. He thought it was 
partially occasioned by the fact that it 
never resulted in any fatal consequences. 
He narrated an experience, belonging to his 
first trip in which he made a tour of Eu- 
rope in the company of a young lawyer. 
«he lawyer boasted of his ability to cope 
with the seasickness and after going on 
board ordered an elaborate meal which he 
He never disposed of it, 
owever, and for two days thereafter he 
ras not seen on deck. After the expiration of 
that time he made his appe@rance and his 
bumor returned. 

He made no reference to his former boast 
but deigned to offer a conundrum: 

“Why is a vessel spoken of as ‘she?’ ’”’ 

The doctor shook his head. ‘“Because,”’ 
said the lawyer, ‘“‘it reclines on the bosom 
of a howling swell.’”’ (Laugnhter.) 

He referred to the fact that individual 
characteristics were always developed at 
sea and told several anecdotes along this 
line. In this connection he also read a 
number of terse maxims for the benefit of 
those who contemplated a sea trip. 

Dr. Barrett next discussed the subject of 
humor as it grows out of mistakes or igno- 
rance. He read a clipping from an English 
paper in which the labor movement in this 
country was characterized a revolution and 
that Mr. Cleveland, at the critical moment, 
had arrived in Chicago and declared him- 
self master of the situation. Mr. Debs had 
been routed from his palace and the ruins 
of the building were thrown into the Mis- 
sissippi river. (Laughter.) He also touched 
upon the ignorance of Americans visiting 
Europe. A number who had crossed with 
him had very little idea of the map of 
Europe and one man in particular that he 
had met stated to him that he was merely 
going over to see what Europe looked like. 
(Laughter.) He discussed the humor grow- 
ing out of a misunderstanding of the dif- 
ferent languages and related a number of 
good jokes typical of the different coun- 
tries through which he had traveled. The 
English people had no conception of the 
humor belonging to the life of the southern 
negro, but were not by any means dull in 
their appreciation of wit. The lecture was 
pungent and witty throughout and the 
audience was kept in a continual roar of 
laughter. 

The lecture was introduced with a brief 
but delightful concert. Mr. C. E. Oliver 
rendered a brilliant solo on the violin ac- 
companied by Miss Jessie Wood, and Mrs. 
Charles Sheridan sang one of her sweet 
selections, accompanied by Mrs. Richards.

A General Registration Law. 

It is said that there is some opposi- 
tion in Richmond county to the special 
registration law governing elections in 
that county, and notice has been given 
that the next legislature will be asked 
to repeal the act. 

The point is made that as many 
counties have no such law it puts Rich- 
mond at a disadvantage, preventing a 
full vote from being polled, as many 
citizens are too poor to register and are 
thereby disqualified from. voting. 

Instead of repealing the special act 
the better plan would be to pass a gen- 
eral registration law for the state. The 
fact that some counties do not have this 
system is no reason why Richmond 
should get rid of what is really a good 
law. Fulton county is under a special 
registration act, but there is no opposi- 
tion to it. Our experience is that it 
prevents fraud and corruption and aids 
us in securing a fair ballot and an hon- 
est. count. 

We do not believe that anypvoter in 
Georgia is really too poor to pay his poll 
tax and get his name registered. The 
poorest man in the state should gladly 
incur such a small expense when it will 
protect his ballot and prevent his vote 
from being killed by the vote of an im- 
ported stranger from another county 
who has sold himself to the highest 
bidder. 

The legislature should pass a general 
law on the subject. It has worked so 
well in Fulton that we feel satisfied 
that it would be a good thing for every 
county in the state. If this is done the 
people of Richmond will doubtless cease 
to oppose the registration system.

Corn to Sell. 

The movement of corn from the west 
to the south has practically ceased. In- 
deed, it has been reversed, for word 
comes that fifty thousand bushels of 
corn have been bought in Decatur, Ala., 
to be shipped to Lllinois. 

This shipment is probably the first of 
the kind that has ever been made from 
the south, and it shows that our farm- 
ers have entered upon a new era so far 
as their home resources are concerned. 
Heretofore north Alabama, as well as 
the whole south, has been importing 
corh in large quantities from Illinois 
and other states, and while it is true 
that the export of corn just alluded to 
is largely due to a remarkable drought 
that cut the crop short in portions of the 
west, it is also true that the south has 
never before had corn for sale. 

The south has had a remarkable crop 
year, but never before has fine weather 
found such a large crop of corn in the 
ground. We have had fine weather be- 
fore, but never corn enough to supply 
our own wants and those of the west 
as well. This shows beyond all ques- 
tion that our farmers have reached the 
point where they are able to sustain 
themselves. This year they have plant- 
ed so largely of breadstuffs that they 
haye a surplus with which they can 
supply the deficiency in the west. 

In Georgia the farmer who has not 
made considerably more than a year’s 
supply of corn and wheat is a curiosity 
in his neighborhood, and the same may 
be said of the farmers throughout the 
south. 

But one other thing remains to be 
done, and that is for the farmers to 
raise their own meat, When they have 
done this they will be more advan- 
tageously situated than the farmers of 
any other part of the world. A surplus 
of breadstuffs and meat means no debt, 
and no debt means prosperity. So far 
as Georgia is concerned, the farmers 
have gone more largely into 


and the profits on the meat that is im- 
ported into this state during the next 
twelve months will not make anybody 
rich.

The Road to Peking 

Some of our contemporaries seem to 
think that the Japanese can _ easily 
march on Peking, and capture the Chi- 
nese capital, as the French and Eng- 
lish did thirty years ago. 

But there are more serious obstacles 
in the way than many people suppose. 
When the Anglo-French armies cap- 
tured. the Taku forts, and started for 
Peking they found their hundred-mile 
march a hard one. The only way to 
reach the city was by two narrow cause- 
ways high above the flanking rice 
fields. These fields consist of soft black 
mud, and the invaders could not ride 
or march over them, They were com- 
pelled to march by fours over the cause- 
Ways, and if the Chinese had made a 
desperate resistance they could have 
checked these narrow columns. Jp- 
stead of meeting the enemy on the 
causeways, the Chinese posted cavalry 
on the few bits of solid ground. that 
were scattered along the way, and the 
English batteries and dragoons prompt- 
ly routed them. 

At that time the Chinese did not have 
a single breastwork ; to protect their 
causeways, but they are now’ well for- 
tified. The Taku forts are now well 
equipped with Krupp guns, and it will 
be no easy matter to take them. | 
It is possible that the Japanese by 
superior courage and generalship may 
capture the forts and finally march into 
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- The | Peking, but the chances are against

time it is probable that the French and 
English would not have ventured upon 
their daring movement. Perhaps it 
would be well for the Japanese to be 
content with the destruction of the Chi- 
nese navy and the control of Corea. If 
they invade China they may lose the 
fruits of their recent victories.

We must not fail to roll up a 
rousing majority for the nominees of 
the party, and there is no feason why it 
should not be an overwhelming one. 

Populism in Fulton county is weak 
in numbers and influence, and it can- 
not possibly cut much of a figure in the 
October, election unless some 
nate and ill-timed overconfidence or 
apathy should cause a large number of 
democrats to stay away from the polls.

In the Good Old Times. 

A Washington correspondent who has 
been looking through 'a collection of ‘gov- 
ernment documents has brought to light 
some very quaint and interesting facts. 

Our colonial statesmen had queer ideas 
of justice and morality and other mat- 
ters. The colonial congress provided 
that the counterfeiters of continental or 
state bills of credit should have their 
ears cut off and should be whipped and 
fined. Among our early public docu- 
ments is a book written to prove that 
the Indians are descended from the 
Jews. A century ago the government 
had a elothing department, and congress 
issued regulations for a clofhier general 
and a state clothier, just as it does now 
for a department of agriculture. 

In 1777 a special congressional com- 
mittee made a report on a proposition 
that the government shceuld print an 
edition of the Bible. The report was 
adverse on the ground of expense, and 
it was decided that the committee on 
commerce should order 20,000 Bibles 
from Europe. 

About the same time a congressional 
committee reported in favor of a war 
lottery and an issue of 100,000 tickets at 
$10 each, the prizes to be $5,000,000 in 
treasury notes, payable in five years 
with 4 per cent interest. A few months 
later the committee on the treasury re- 
ported a recommendation that the draw- 
ing should be postponed, and suggested 
that more tickets be sent to the states 
with the request that the governors ex- 
pedite their sales. The District of Go- 
lumbia was also authorized to run a 
lottery for building» purposes. 

On another oceasion congress ordered 
the purchase of thirty barrels of rum to 
be distributed among the soldiers as a 
reward for their gallant behavior. 

When we talk about the good old 
times we overlook these peculiar ideas 
and methods of our forefathers. The 
policy of a hundred years ago would 
Shock the good people of today. 


New York’s Greatest Scandal. 

The investigations of Dr. Parkhurst 
and the Luxow committee make it rea- 
sonably certain that in the past thirty 
years New York’s pokce force has 
levied and collected $100,000,000 black- 
mail. 

The houses of illfame in New York 
have: paid in hush money $3,450,000 a 
year to the police officials. 

The blood money paid by the green 
goods men amounts to $14,000 per an- 
num. 

The policy writers have paid the police 
$19,200 a year. 

A conservative estimate shows that 
the gamblers have paid $72,000 a year 
for tts unlawful protection. 

About two thousand merehants pay 
$50,000 a year for the privilege of ob- 
structing the sidewalks with their goods. 
The saloon keepers pay about $1,750,000 
a year to eseape prosecution for their 
viviations of law. 

The evidence shows that this black- 
mail has been levied for thirty years, 
and at the lowest estimate it must 
amount to $100,000,000, and it may pos- 
sibly run $50,000,000 above that sum. 

Such a chapter of municipal corrup- 
tion. has never before been exposed. 
And yet it must be admitted that New 
York has many police officers and pri- 
vates who are as honest, brave and 
efficient as any in the land. But the 
corrupt conduct of others has brought 
the entire force under suspicion. WNat- 
urally, the scandal has encouraged the 
lawless classes, and they are loud in 
their clamor against the police. In the 
interests of law and order it is to be 
hoped that there will be a thorough and 
& speedy reform. It would be a 
calamity to the whole country to have 
this state of affairs continue much 
longer in the metropolis, 


The Herald’s Hurricane. 


In Sunday’s Constitution we called 
attention to The New York Herald’s 
statement in its issue of Friday that a 


hurricane was forming near St. Thomas | 


and would probably strike the south 
Atlantic coast or the gulf by Tuesday. 

Our dispatches this morning confirm 
The Herald’s story and forecast in 
every particular. The West Indian hur- 
ricane has struck the coast of Florida, 
and is moving at times with unusual 
velocity. Whether it will moderate its

Personals inserted in the 
Richmond papers with ‘New York News 
please copy,’ were copied without money 
and without price, and tbe entire column of 
war personals i. The News was frequently 
republished in the newspapers of Richmond 
and Charleston. It was through this chan- 
nel that prisoners of war on either side 
meade known to their friends in what par- 
ticular place they were incarcerated, sent 
messages of affection and told their needs. 
After the war, when every ex-confeder- 
ate who could raise the money and get per- 
mission to come to New York did so; the 
first man whom they sought was Ben 
Wood. They rarely came to him in vain. 
He gave the refugees thousands of dol- 
lars, and whenever he could, helped them 
to positions in which they could make a 
living. ijis own office was so filled with 
these refugees on_galary that they fairly 
stumbled over each other, and there was 
not desk room enough to go around. ~

“Mr. Fleming’s Map.” 
From The Meriwether Vindicator. 

In the interest of his candidacy for the 
speakership, Hon. W. H. Fleming, of Au- 
gusta, has issued a circular and map of the 
state on which a vertical line is drawn 
north and south through the state, another 
east and west through Macon, and still 
another parallel to the last through Dah- 
lonega, cutting off a tier of counties on the 
north. Between these last two lines and 
west of the north and south vertical line, 
including Macon and Gainesville, he claims 
are to be found all the state institutions, 
capital, the state colleges, blind and deaf 
and dumb asylums, as well as the resi- 
dences of the state officers. 

As Mr. Fleming bases his claims for the 
speakership, in his race against Hon. H. 
W. Hill, largely upon the ground that Mr. 
Hill lives in the area. marked out, let us 
look into the matter a little. 

Take Richmond county and see what she 
has had.

The proposition to organize @ Spanish 
club in this city, recently published in The 
Constitution, has met with very favorable 
comment. The object, as before stated, is 
to aid;in accomplishing the purpose of the 
exposition so far as it relates to securing 


Spanish American trade. 

St. Louis has;a Spanish club, which was 
organized several years ago, and through 
its influence that city has established a 
flourishing trade with’ Mexico, Cuba and 
Central America. The club is regularly or- 
ganized, with officers, constitution and by- 
laws, and rooms fitted up for club purposes. 
The membership consists of three classes— 
active, educational and honorary. The in- 
stitution is maintained by the membership 
fees. The jactive members have the ben- 
efit of the bureau of information concerning 
all matters pertaining to trade with those 
countries, and the privilege of' the corre- 
spondence department, which is for the pur- 
pose of translating letters, etc., from Span- 
ish into English and vice versa. The edu- 
cational class has the benefit of instruc- 
tion in the Spanish language. 

At present the ‘enefit to be derived from 
the ‘active membership may“ not appeal 
very strongly to the merchants and manu- 
facturers of this city, but, assuming that 
they imtend to follow up the advantages 
which it is the object of the exposition to 
afford them Yor extending their trade into 
Spanish American countries, it will be only 
a little more than a year before such a bu- 
reau of information and translating agency 
will be a necessity, therefore, there should 
be a movement inaugurated at once to es- 
tablish such an institution. The educational 
feature, at least, should bd started now, 
and the other departments can be added 
later if. the business men are not ready for 
it now. However, there should be an or- 
ganization of those who intend to make 
an effort to secure trade in those countries, 
even if it is only an informal or social club, 
in order that the difficulty of communica- 
tion with the Spanish exhibitors) and visi- 
tors who do not speak English may be re- 
moved. There may be interpreters galore 
here for the occasion, but the fact remains 
that the firm or individual who pays the 
foreign visitors the compliment to learn 
their language will be amply repaid in good 
will, and consequently in trade. 

Senor A. Bezia de Bordes, the principal of 
the Berlitz school of languages, has very 
kindly offered to make ‘a special rate of 
tuitiom to the educational department, 
which will probably be the onfy depart- 
ment for a time. However, it is proposed 
to organize and hold meetings of a social 
order at stated times during the year in- 
tervening between now and the opening of 
the exposition. At these meetings topics of 
interest concerning Spanish-American coun- 
tries, their governments, current history 
and social customs: will be discussed, so 
that there may be an element, or circle, in 
this city that is familiar with those people, 
and, therefore, able to contribute to the 
interest of their visit to the exposition, and 
thus form a basis for further social and 
commercial relations with them.

It Came Up Over Sheriff Barnes's Re- 
fasal to Surrender Myers. 


THE GORONER SENT FOR HIM 


But the Sheriff Refused the Request, ana 
Today a Formal Application Will 
Be Madeto Judge Lumpkin. . 


Sheriff Barnes’s refusal to surrender Will 
Myers upon demand of Coroner Paden, who 
wanted the young man te appear : before 
the jury of inquest, raised an interesting 
question yesterday. | 

Myers was taken to jail yésterday and a 
few hours Jater when he was wanted by 
Coroner Paden Sheriff Barnes refused io 
surrender him to the officers. In the mean- 
time there was no little anstety displayed 
by those in the courtroom awaiting the 
young prisorer’s arrival. 

When the officers had beem gone some- 
time it became rumored that he had been 
lynched, but as this had a touch of the im- 
probable about it it was not generally be- 
lieved or entertained. 

Word soon reached the coroner that the 
sheriff had refused to countenance the re- 
moval of the prisoner, as he had him in 
his care, and-he did not propose to take 
any risks in the matter. The sheriff sta- 
ted, however, that it was possible to secure 
the alleged pwurderer by an application to 
the judge for an order to the desired effect. 

The’ officerg had previously telephoned to 
the jail and the jailers kept the wires warm 
trying to get communication with Sheriff 
Barnes. Judge ‘Lumpkin was communicated 
with by the sheriff's office, and he stated 
that he had received no formal application 
for Myers’s Aresence before the coroner's 
jury, and, of course, could do or say noth- 
ing until he had received some official no- 
tice of what Coroner Paden wanted. He 
stated that when the formal application 
was made he would give it due considéra- 
tion. 

Judge Lumpkin Refused to Talk. 

A Constitution reporter called at the res- 
idence of Judge Lumpkin last night and in- 
terviewed him regarding the Myers matter. 

“It is understood, Judge Lumpkin, that 
you refused to permit Myers to be taken 
before the coroner’s jury,” was suggested. 

“That is énecorrect,” replied the judge. 
“T have not refused to allow Myers to be 
taken before the coroner’s jury. In fact, no 
formal application has been made to me 
for the persen of Myers.’’ 

‘‘Haven’t you been informed that he was 
wanted?” 

“T will not deny,” replied Judge Lumpkin, 
“that information has reached me that My- 
ers was wanted to go before the coroner's 
jury, but it came to me simply through a 
message from a deputy sheriff. When the 
proper formal application is made by those 
who want the prisoner I will give it the 
proper consideration. Before then I have 
nothing to say nor any comments to make.” 

‘Isn’t there a law governing the jurisdic- 
tion of a coroner, and defining his powers?’’ 
was asked. 

“T don’t care to talk about the matter at 
all,” was Judge Lumpkin’s answer, “and 
would prefer that you do not interrogate 
me. I may have to pass upon an applica- 
tion in the morning, and would not like to 
call attention to any law or any precedent.”

A NATIVE OF CHINA... 


Mr. Arthur J. Allen, Son of the Mis- 
sionary, in the City. 

“Mir. Arthur J. Allen, a son of the famous 

Chinese missionary, Young J. Allen, of this 

city, was in Atlanta yesterday. 

Although a son of Georgia parents, Mr. 
Allen was born in Shanghai, and has spent 
all of his life there with the exception of 
five years spent at Emory college. He 
speaks Chinese like a native, and is well 
up on all matters pertaining to both China 
and Japan. 

Young Mr. Allen has @ distinctly foreign 
air. He wears a dark, carefully trimmed 
and very pointed beard. His features are 
large, and there is a foreign touch to his 
conversation. He has just returned from 
Fiorida, where one of his brothers resides, 
and expects to leave in a few days for 
China. 

He is taking an extremely active interest 
in the war between China and Japan, and 
is much interested in the outcome. He 
thinks that the final result of it will be an 
arbitration by foreign powers—Russia and 
England. 

“JT received a letter from my father a 
few days ago,” he said. “It was written 
nearly a month ago. He said that Japan 
had won eyery decisive battle, and that 
the people in Shanghai were very much ex- 
cited. The foreigners were especially stir- 
red up, as they feared that they might be 
set upon. Shanghai is protected by gun- 
boats now. 

“T would like to see the war ended. Trade 
is practically at a standstill while it lasts; 
but I expect great results to accrue to China 
from it. It will wake that nation up. It 
will open up new commerce for that coun- 
try. China holds to the old conservative 
notions. 

The Chinese people are exceedingly shrewd 
in money matters. They know dollars and 
cents. They are the Jews of the east. They 
are not progressive nor so modern as the 
Japanese, but they’ve a lot more business 
sense. They are shrewder in money mat- 
ters than in any other thing. 

“The Japanese are getting very modern. 
They are copying western manners and 
dress, and that country is several grades 
higher than China. 

“Shanghai is a very pleasant city in which

The Central Comes Next in the Semel 
of Reorganization by the Southern. 


MR. COMER ON HIS WAY TO NEW YORK 


He Says the Plans for the Reorganisation 
ofthe Georgia Central Will Be Speedily 
Executed—Other News and Gossip- 


Receiver H. M. Comer, of the Centra! rail- 
road, was in the city yesterday on his 
way to New York to take in hand some 
important business relative to the reorgan- 
ization of the property. 

For some reason there has been consider- 
able delay in the progress of the plans for 
the reorganization of the Central. The 
plang have been laid and have been 4n- 
nounced long ago, but nothing has ever 
been done, so far as the publi¢ knows with 
respect to the execution of those plans. 

It is a matter in which there is a world 
of interest in this region of the south. The 
stockholders of the Central would like very 
much to know just when and how the reor- 
ganization will be shaped.

The damage, however, does not run up 
to one-third the amount stated in recent 
newspaper articles. 

- ‘The collision occurred many months ago. 
The two trains ran together on the cross- 
ing, and it has been ascertained since then 
that neither of the trains had stopped at 
the crossing according to law. — 

One was on the track and the other 
plunged into it. The sleeping cars were 
badly torn and several people were in- 
jured. It was agreed by both of the roads, 
the Seaboard and the Richmond and Dan- 
ville (now the Southern) at the time that 
they should jointly pay the damage and 
make all settlements on the spot. This was 
done and the matter was then referred to 
the arbitrators to settle the questior as 
to who should pay the damages, or if voth 
should pay, which of the roads should pay 
the most. 

The arbitrators were H. Ss. Haynes, vice 
president of the Plant system; Henry Doug- 
las, general superintendent of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, and M. K. King, general 
manager of the Norfolk Southern. After a 
careful consideration of the case before 
them, the arbitrators have decided that the 
Seaboard people should settle the damage 
claims and the Southern is not held re- 
sponsible at all. The damages only amocnt 
to $7,200 and not $50,000 according to some 
reports. It was a very serious wreck, how- 
ever, and might have caused extreme dis- 
aster.

TWO FARES DEMANDED OF HIM 


The Conductor Wonldn’t Let Him Change 
Cars—Suit Against the Company Is 
On-Otber Court Matters. 


Judge Westmoreland’s court was occupied 
all day yesterday with the suit of Strong 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 


Railway Company for $10,000 damages. 


The feature involved is a peculiar one, 
and the plaintiff is suing for 200,000 times 


the expenditure made by him. 


According to the evidence introduced al- 
ready in tho ¢ase, the pjaintiff was riding 
on ene of the Consolidated's double cars, 
which company was then running on Ma- 
rietta street. It seems that Strong boarded 
the second car t6 one of these double ar- 


raugements, which was called the trailer. 


The trailer is a smaller car, usually one 


of the old horse cars. 


Strong got upon the trailer and paid his 


fare. He rode for a short distance and soon 
decided that there were too many negroes 
on board the trailer to make riding 4 
comfort. He at once stepped out of the 
small car and stood upon the running board 
of the electric car proper. He was ap 
proached by the conductor in charge of this 
division and told that he must pay another 
fare. 

This Strong refused to do. He said that 
he had paid the conductor upon the trailer 
his nickel and didn’t intend to pay two 
fares for riding upon the same car. ‘The 
conductor of the electric car insisted and 
said that Strong must pay or debark. 
Strong was very determined and called 
upon the conductor of the trailer to testify 
that he had paid his fare. This was not 
satisfactory, and Detective Looney Was 
called upon to instruct Strong that he could 
not ride without making another payment. 
Whereupon, Strong got off the car anda 
walked. The suit followed and it is now in 
progress. It is a very peculiar one and will 
probably establish a precedent. On railroad 
cars there is a distinction between first and 
second class, but the first-class passengers 
are permitted to sit in any car. in his in- 
stance a distinction does not seem to have 
been established. , 

Dorsey, Brewster & Howell represent the 
piaintiff and Messrs Hammond & Ham- 
mond the street car company. 


In the Other Courts. 

A verdict was given yesterday in Judge 
Lumpkin’s court in the suit of W. H. Wil- 
liame against tho city for damages. Mr. 
Williams was driving and ran into a hole 
in the middle of the street. He was award- 
ed $400 damages by the jury. 

Judge Van Epps’s court was occupied 
yesterday with a number of mipor civil 
suits, suits on accounts and such matters.

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Charged with Holding Back a Lot of 
Pension Money 


BELONGING TO AN OLD NEGRO WOMAN 


The Defendants Are A. W.and Hurley 
Ballew, Rome, Ga-—The Fall Term 
Begins Next Monday. 


to defraud their client, an inexperienced, 
uneducated negro. woman, of ® large sum 
of pension money, collected from the Uni- 
ted States government, will be tried in the 
federal court, before Judge Newman, next 


Menday morning. 

The defendants are A. W. and Hurley 
Ballew, of Rome, Ga. They are both well 
known throughout north Georgla, and the 
prominence of their business and legal con- 
nection lends additional interest to the 


prosecution. 
It is one of tha most pecullar cases ever 


filed in the district. 

Though frequent violations of the law 
have occurred, it has never happened that 
two members of the same household have 
been indicted. 

The sum involved is $1,887.34. It is charged 
in the indictment that Lucy Burrell, the 
prosecutrix, fhad been defrauded of this 
amount, and in spite of repeated demands, 
had not been able to get the least satisfac- 
tion out of the attorneys. This sum of 
money is still in their possession, it is 
charged, by reason of the alleged fraud. un- 
der which they obtained it and have stead- 
ily refused to give it up. 

This is 1.0t the only indictment. 

A second true bill charges the defendants 
with interfering with the United States 
mail and with taking from the postoffice 


a letter addressed to Lucy Burrell and con- 
taining the check payable to ther order in 


the full amount of her pension. 
More in Detail. 

The following story is given in the true 
bill as returned by the grand jury: 

Lucy Burrell, whose husband was a pri- 
vate in Company K, Forty-fourtk regiment, 
United States colored troops, put in her 
application for the recovery of her pension 
money and employed one of the Ballews to 
represent her. 

On the 28d of July, 1892, certificate No. 
338,769 was issued {n her name at the rate 
of $8 per month from the 10th of November, 
1864, and $2 per month additional from the 
25th of July, 1866, for each of her two minor 
children, and $12 per month from March 6, 
1866, making a total of $3,774.34. A check 
for this amount was issued on September 
2, 1892, payable to Lucy Burrell. 

This check never reached her, it is 
claimed, being taken from the postoffice, it 
is charged, by the attorneys. Shortly af- 
terwards she was taken to the Merchants’ 
National bank, of Rome, Ga., and. the 
money was counted out in her presence and 
placed in a hat. She was persuaded to 
leave the money in the bank, and received 
therefor a deposit slip. Mr. A. W. Ballew 
then went to his office and drew up a check 
to which his client affixed her mark, being 
unable to sign her name. She claims that 
she signed the check on the idea that it 
called for $25, a small sum to be paid to 
her son, Charley Burrell, to cover the ex- 
pense of a trip to Chattanooga. Instead of 
this, as she afterwards learned, the check 
called for the sum of $1,887.54. This amoung 
her attorneys charge, was still in the pos- 
session of the attorneys in violation of the 
laws of the United States. . 

The trial of the two Ballews will make 
an interesting prosecution. They will make 
a strong defense. 


Moonshiners to Be Tried. 

In addition to the cases against the two 
Ballews, 2 number of moonshiners will be 
given a hearing before Judge Newman on 
next Monday, provided the first trial does 
not occupy the entire day. 

Among the moonshiners who will be given 
a hearing on Monday are George Parker 
end W. O. Kenny. from Hall county; R. W. 
Redman, from White county, and Jeff 
srown, from Elbert county. 

The district attorney, Colonel Joe James, 
is closing up his democratic campaign 
work in order to buckle down to business 
in the federal court. He was out speech- 
making yesterday, but will reach the city 
this morning and begin the preparation of 


- his cases for trial next Monday. 


From the present outlook the fall term of 
the court will be full of business. The new 
grand jury meets on Monday morning at 10 
o'clock.
